The  December  cover  comes  from  Larry  Brill  and  Les 
Waldstein,  who,  in  addition  to  running  a  design  studio  handl- 
ing graphics,  film  and  slide  shows,  TV  commercials  and  all 
sorts  of  posters,  have  been  doing  favors  for  the  station  for  a 
number  of  years. 

DECEMBER  PROGRAMMING 

Public  Affairs  introduces  three  new  program  series  this 
month,  which  we  would  like  to  bring  to  your  attention.  Rent 
and  Housing  in  the  City:  or,  Its  a  nice  place  to  visit,  but  .  .  ., 
is  a  weekly,  fifteen-minute  report  cum  commentary  examining 
the  ins  and  outs  of  housing  problems  in  New  York  City 
from  the  viewpoint  of  the  tenant.  The  series  is  produced  for 
WBAI  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  on  Housing. 

Cases  and  Controversies  is  a  new  bi-weekly  half-hour  pro- 
gram on  the  activities  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  series  is 
conducted  by  Monroe  Friedman,  former  Washington  Area  Di- 
rector of  the  ACLU,  currently  a  Prof,  of  Law  at  George 
Washington  University  and  fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Policy 
Studies.  Working  with  Mr.  Friedman  on  these  programs  will 
be  an  old  Pacifica  hand,  Mike  Tigar,  currently  with  the  law 
firm  of  Edward  Bennett  Williams.  Tigar  is  also  editor  of  the 
Selective  Service  Law  Reporter  and  was  formerly  editor  of 
the  University  of  California  Law  Review.  These  two  programs 
are  being  produced  for  Pacifica  by  WBAI's  Washington  Bu- 
reau. 

Artur  Vilankulu,  a  former  African  broadcaster  and  a 
native  of  Mozambique,  is  beginning  a  new  bi-weekly  series  of 
programs  devoted  to  the  development  of  a  wider  understand- 
ing of  Africa  and  Africans  among  Americans.  Mr.  Vilankulu's 
program  is  called  Africa  Speaks  for  Itself. 

Of  particular  interest  to  long-term  listener-sponsors  is  The 
Reckoning,  Dale  Minor's  interview  with  Richard  M.  Elman, 
WBAI's  former  Drama  and  Literature  Director.  In  this  pro- 
gram Mr.  Elman  reads  from  and  talks  about  his  trilogy-in- 
progress,  two  volumes  of  which,  The  20th  Day  of  Elul  and 
Lilo's  Diary,  have  already  been  published.  The  third  volume. 
The  Reckoning,  from  which  the  trilogy  takes  its  name,  will 
be  published  in  the  fall  of  1969. 

Tana  de  Gamez's  Latin  American  World,  which  has  been 
a  Sunday  night  feature  for  some  months  now,  is  going  on 
vacation  during  December  and  lanuary.  Tana  needs  a 
breather  in  order  to  finish  a  new  book.  She  will  be  heard, 


however,    on    the    Latin    America    newscasts    on    Mondays, 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 

Eric  Salzman,  our  newly-returned  music  director,  will 
present  a  couple  of  calling  cards.  This  month,  he  will  inter- 
view himself  and  play  a  few  tapes;  his  Verses  and  Cantos  will 
be  heard  along  with  Luciano  Berio's  Laborinthus  on  the  New 
Image  of  Sound  concert.  Another  program  of  special  interest 
will  be  tapes  (and  also  the  voice)  of  the  avant-garde  Japanese 
composer,  Joji  Yuasa. 

The  Music  Department  this  month  is  featuring  concerts 
from  the  1 968  Salzburg  Festival  including  the  Pergolesi  Stabat 
Mater  and  a  performance  of  Beethoven's  opera  Fidelio.  From 
the  Enescu  Festival  there  will  be  a  three-part  recital  by 
violinist  David  Oistrakh.  On  Christmas  night  we  will  present 
a  program  on,  about  and  of  the  medieval  music  drama,  The 
Play  of  Daniel,  with  Joel  Newman,  one  of  those  who  worked 
on  its  revival,  and  the  New  York  Pro  Musica.  And  don't  miss 
our  other  Xmas  cheer:  Music  to  Open  Presents  By  and  our 
late-night  Christmas  Collage. 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Department  is  giving  Christ- 
mas gifts  to  the  listeners  this  month  in  the  form  of  one  new 
program  and  two  revivals.  The  new  is  our  version  of  a 
Christmas  pantomime  in  the  sense  of  a  modern  handling  of 
a  traditional  story,  the  Mind's  Eye  Theatre  production  of 
Trad,  Bad,  Mad  by  James  Morgan,  directed  by  Sarah  Schil- 
ling. The  revivals  are  last  year's  Christmas  offering,  Arthur 
C.  Clarke's  The  Star,  which  received  a  tremendous  response, 
and  a  program  not  heard  on  the  air  for  some  years,  The  Verse 
of  J.  R.  R.  Tolkien,  which  D&L's  director,  Baird  Searles, 
considers  his  favorite  of  the  many  programs  produced  by 
him,  an  opinion  that  seems  to  be  shared  by  many  subscribers, 
judging  from  the  many  requests  for  rebroadcasts  over  the 
years. 

A  NOTE  ON  OUR  EARLY  BUT  MESSY  FOLIO 

To  begin  with,  the  latter  adjective  is  a  funciton  of  the  first. 
The  explanation  for  the  "messy"  part  of  things  is  that  we,  the 
editors  and  typists  of  the  Folio  have  for  too  long  now  been 
spending  a  great  deal  of  time  trying  to  decipher  the  cryptic, 
misspelled,  ungrammatical  and  illegible  program  offer  sheets 
given  us  by  some  of  the  program  producers.  Our  desire  to 
produce  a  "proper"  Folio  has  been  one  of  the  many  reasons 
that  Folios  have  been  late  so  often.  This  month  (with  due 
warning  to  the  appropriate  departments)  we  decided  to 
print  the  descriptions  of  the  programs  exactly  as  they  were 
given  us.  This  gives  you,  the  listener/ reader,  an  idea  of  the 
way  it  really  is  around  here  and  saved  us  some  of  the  time 
spent  in  checking  out  and  correcting  errors. 

We'd  be  interested  in  knowing  whether  or  not  this  illiteracy 
bothers  you — whether  (A)  you're  outraged,  or  (B)  you 
couldn't  care  less.  The  ideal,  of  course,  is  an  early,  correct 
Folio  but,  for  the  time  being,  we're  concentrating  on  getting 
it  to  you  on  time.  (There's  no  prize  offered  but  if  you  care 
to  proofread  this  Folio  in  red  pencil  and  return  it  to  us,  we'll 
pass  your  work  on  to  the  appropriate  departments.)
